“Cast not away therefore your confidence, which hath great recompense 
of reward,” Heb. 10:35. 


Definition 
The definition for the word confidence 
in part is as follows: An assurance of mind 
or firm belief in the trustworthiness of 
another or in the truth and reality of a 
fact, hence trust, reliance, faith. 


The writer of the book of Hebrews 
urged the brethren not to cast away their 
confidence in God their Father, Jesus 
Christ their High Priest, and the Holy 
Ghost the Administrator, for without 
faith or confidence in God they certainly 
could not be successful. Hebrews 11:6, 
“But without faith it is impossible to 
please him.” And if they suffer their con- 
fidence to slip away from them, they 
would not only be without success but al- 
so without any hope of a reward. For this 
their confidence held in store for them 
“a great recompense of reward.” It is 
God’s will that we have confidence in 
Him that He can and will do all things 
for His people, for the glory of His Son 
and for the advancement of His kingdom. 
It is also true that God wants us to have 
confidence in each other. 


Satan’s Desire 


It is Satan’s longing desire to shake the 
confidence that we have in God, so that 
we will be afraid to trust in His Word. 
If He can do this He has won the victory 
over us. This is exactly where and how 
the devil played havoc with man in the 
Garden of Eden. He didn’t come out and 
say to man that God was a liar, but cun- 
ningly he undertook to shake his confi- 
dence in His Maker. He attempted to 
show man and woman that they could not 
fully trust what God had told them and 
that God was keeping back part of the 
truth from them, and they needed to step 
over this bridge of confidence and dive 
into some mystical depth and find out for 
themselves. I would like for the reader to 
notice how careful the devil was to make 
what he was saying to the woman very 
vague. Gen. 3:5, “For God doth know 
that in the day ye eat thereof, then your 
eyes shall be opened, and ye shall be as 
gods, knowing good and evil.” He 
shook their puny confidence by mak- 
ing them want to know something he 
would have them believe that God would 
not have them to know, therefore he suc- 
ceeded in getting them to mistrust what 
their God had said unto them, and they 
fell into a pitiful error. The results were 
sin and trouble on every hand for the en- 
tire human family. Oh, that we could and 
would believe firmly what God has to say 
to us! There is absolutely no occasion for 
us not to believe. 
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The Foundation of God Is Sure 


2 Tim. 2:19, “Nevertheless the foun- 
dation of God standeth sure.” And may 
I add, while the glories are turning over 
in my soul and the spirit of enthusiasm 
takes hold of me, this foundation is un- 
shakable, unmovable, without the least 
hint of destruction. At this point let’s 
step back into the book of Psalms and get 
the words of God coming through David, 
and watch them as they swell as the ocean 
tide, filled with God’s felicities. Psalms 
90:2, “From everlasting to everlasting 
thou art God.” In other words, He is the 
same big, powerful, eternal, unapproach- 
able God today that He was in the eter- 
nity before creation (Mal. 3:6), and will 





continue the same in the never-ending 
eternity of tomorrow. He does exceed- 
ingly great things. “He stretcheth out the 
north over the empty place, and hangeth 
the earth upon nothing. He bindeth up 
the waters in his thick clouds; and the 
cloud is not rent under them,” Job 26:7, 
8. This only gives us a side glimpse of His 
greatness. It is true that He hangeth the 
earth upon nothing. There is nothing to 
hang it on. And this one thing we do 
know, He maketh the waters to float 
about in the ethereal heavens by the 
teeming tons and turneth them loose 
when and where it pleases His own will. 
Yea, He measures the waters in the hol- 
low of His hand (Isaiah 40:12), and 


this little earth upon which we live is 
His footstool (Matthew 5:25). He 
spoke to the waters and they divided 
themselves while His people walked 
through on dry dust. Ex. 14. His servants 
walked through the burning fiery furn- 
ace without the smell of fire upon their 
clothes, or the hair of their heads being 
singed. 

Since our God is the same and will 
never change, these things should great- 
ly increase our confidence in Him. He 
will continue the work He has begun, 
Phil. 1:6. What He has promised He is 
able to perform, Rom. 4:21. He will 
never leave us, Heb. 13:5. Nothing can 
separate us from the love of God, Rom. 
8:38, 39. “I will fear no evil: for thou 
art with me,” Psalm 23:4. He is able 
to keep us from falling, Jude 24. 

Confidence in One Another 

It is God’s will that we trust. each 
other. A government without the su- 
preme confidence of its subjects cannot 
expect to continue, and for the subjects 
to have confidence in their government 
and officials thereof, they must have 
confidence in each other, as laymen or 
privates. And truly there is no people 
that can be trusted or relied on as the 
people of God. This, my brother and 
sister, we must have in order to do great 
things for God and His Chufch. We 
should have confidence in each other 
from the General Overseer down to the 
smallest member of the Church. 


Something Wrong 


When a member or even a minister 
begins to find fault with everything and 
you can-hear them saying that no one 
can be trusted and everything is going 
wrong and being done wrong, and if 
they had done it they would have done 
it a better way, you may mark that in- 
dividual. He is on the verge of back- 
sliding, if not already backslidden. The 
trouble is really in them and not in the 
Church, not in the General Overseer, 
Assistant General Overseer, the pastor, 
or the superintendent of the Sunday 
School, but he has let his confidence slip. 
Think of the great man Elijah who 
prayed and it rained not for the space of 
three years and six months; he prayed 
fire out of heaven to consume his sac- 
rifice, and after all of this he allowed a 
little puny, wicked, mortal woman to 
shake his confidence to the extent that 
when she threatened his life he ran like 
a wild man to the edge of the wilder- 
ness and there he left his servant and 
went a day’s journey into the wilder- 
ness, sat down under a juniper tree and 
prayed for the Lord to kill him, or to 
take his life, and told God that all Is- 
rael had gone astray and all the prophets 
had also gone and turned back, and “I 
even I only am left alone.” God speaks

pel of Christ for it is the power of God 
unto salvation to every one that believ- 
eth.” These scriptures mean exactly what 
they say and set forth the fact that Jesus 
has provided the only plan of salvation 
for mankind. Some have taken advantage 


of such scriptures, however, to promote 


the doctrine of Jesus only or that Jesus 
is God and that He alone is God. 


On the front page of the December 
issue of a little paper called ‘Gospel 
Light” an article appeared entitled “A 
Strong Delusion.” In this article the writ- 
er made this statement, ‘The devil’s 
strongest delusion of the day is probably 
the false belief that it takes two or three 
persons in God to redeem a soul from one 
personal devil!

Job said that his Redeemer would stand 
at the latter day upon the earth. Job 
19:25. Zechariah declared that His feet 
would stand in that day upon the Mount 
of Olives which is before Jerusalem on 
the east. Zech. 14:4. Micah said He would 
tread upon the high places of the earth. 
Micah 1:3, 4. And the earth that trembled 
when her Lord was crucified and that 
shook at His command will bow again 
when His feet touch her soil. “The mount 
of Olives shall cleave in the midst there- 
of toward the east and toward the west, 
and there shall be a very great valley; 
and half of the mountain shall remove 
toward the north, and half of it toward 
the south.” Zech. 14:4, 5. And “all the 
land shall be turned as a plain from Geba 
to Rimmon south of Jerusalem.” Zech.

He Proceeds to the Temple 


Upon His arrival upon earth, He pro- 
ceeds immediately to the temple. Psa. 
24:7-10, “Lift up your heads, O ye 
gates; and be ye lift up, ye everlasting 
doors; and the King of glory shall come 
in.” Mal. 3:1, “... and the Lord, whom 
ye seek, shall suddenly come to his tem- 
ple.” He is still in the exhilaration of His 
triumph at Armageddon for He utters 
His voice from Jerusalem; roars out of 
Zion. Joel 3:16, “The Lord also shall roar 
out of Zion, and utter His voice from 
Jerusalem; and the heavens and the earth 
shall shake: but the Lord will be the hope 
of His people, and the strength of the 
children of Israel.” This is the temple that 
the Jews had built in unbelief in Him, 
the temple that He had claimed as His 
own (Rev. 11:1), and the temple that 
the antichrist had defiled with the abom- 
ination of desolation (Matt. 24:15). But 
the antichrist is now destroyed and 
Christ’s triumph is complete. 


The Jews Need Him 


From the Jewish temple, His thoughts 
turn naturally to that people whose flesh- 
ly and racial characteristics He once as- 
sumed, the people to whom He came in 
the first place, 2,000 years before, and 
who received Him not, and the people 
who crucified Him and then refused Him 
all through the Church Age, His own 
people, the Jews, that nation that suf- 
fered deeply under antichrist’s persecu- 
tions. Two-thirds of the people have been 
cut off and only one-third have been left 
in the land. Zech. 13:8, 9. The time of 
Jacob’s trouble has well nigh been the 
time of Jacob’s ruin. Jer. 30:7. As a na- 
tion Israel suffered partial blindness 
throughout the times of the Gentiles. 
Rom. 11:25. But Daniel said that when 
his period of seventy weeks was fulfilled 
there would be a finishing of transgres- 
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sion, and an end of sins, a making recon- 
ciliation for iniquity, a bringing in of 
everlasting righteousness, and an anoint- 
ing of the most holy. Dan. 9:24. Isaiah 
told of the time when the Lord would 
return to Zion. Isa. 62:11; 59:20; 46:13. 
The prophets likewise voiced the Lord’s 
offer of forgiveness. Isa. 44:22; Hosea 
14:4; Zech. 13:1. 


They Accept Him 


And now Daniel’s seventy weeks are 
concluded and so Zechariah’s prophecy 
finds its fulfillment. “I will pour upon 
the house of David and upon the inhabit- 
ants of Jerusalem the spirit of grace and 
of supplications: and they shall look upon 
me whom they have pierced, and they 
shall mourn for him, as one mourneth for 
his only son, and shall be in bitterness 
for him, as one that is in bitterness for 
his firstborn.” Zech. 12:10. The mourn- 
ing of the tribes was also foretold by 
Christ Himself (Matt. 24:30) and by 
John the revelator (Rev. 1:7). In that 
day shall there be a great mourning in 
Jerusalem as the mourning of Hadadrim- 
mon in the valley of Megiddon. And the 
land shall mourn, every family apart. 
Zech. 12:11-14. 

They Are Reconciled to Him 

As Joseph revealed Himself and was 
reconciled to His brethren, so the Lord 
reveals Himself to the Jews as their Mes- 
siah and Redeemer. Isa. 25:9; Zech. 13: 
6-9, and speaks comforting words to 
them, Isa. 40:1, 2. He promises them 
great blessings (Joel 2:18, 19) and they 
receive Him with great joy (Isa. 60:1, 
2). 

The Judgment of the Living Nations 


With His own chosen people, the Jews, 
restored to His favor and assigned a place 
of prominence in the earth, the Lord now 
turns His attention to the saints who have 
come with Him from glory. Jude 14; 2 
Cor. 6:2. He takes His seat on a throne 
of glory and before Him are gathered all 
nations of the earth. Isa. 45:20; Matt. 25: 
31-33. This judgment of the living na- 
tions is something of an arrangement of 
terms of peace between Christ (the vic- 
tor) and the nations of the earth (the 
vanquished). Of course they must accept 
His terms. He chooses to judge them on 
a basis of their treatment of His brethren 
(probably the Jews). Joel 3:2. Those na- 
tions that have been kind to His brethren 
He invites to enter into the kingdom 
which He is now establishing. Those 
who have not been kind to His brethren 
are dissolved as such and their rules 
(those responsible for their unchristian 
acts) sent off into everlasting fire. Matt. 
25:34-46; 2 Thess. 1:9; Zeph. 1:8. 


Curse Lifted From Nature 


Satan had been the spirit which worked 
in the children of disobedience (Eph. 
2:2) and it was doubtless his spirit in the 
wild animals which made them so fero- 
cious. All creation had been made sub- 
ject to vanity unwillingly and had 
groaned and travailed in pain, waiting for 
the manifestation of the sons of God, the 
redemption of their bodies. Rom. 8:19- 
23. But now Satan is in the bottomless pit 
and the sons of God have received their 
redeemed bodies and been manifested 
with Christ in His descent to Armaged- 
don. This meant the liberation of nature 
from the curse, its own redemption from 
the power of sin. All wild animals have 
become tame (Isa. 11:6-9). The wilder- 
ness is reclaimed (Isa. 41:19), and deserts 
are transformed (Isa. 35:1). In Palestine 
the early and latter rains have been re- 
stored (Joel 2:23; Ezek. 34:26), and 
there will be abundance of water in the 
land.

The present world conflict is a war 
of nerves as well as bombs. For eight 
successive days and nights England has 
had no visitation of Nazi bombing 
planes. The press reports that the ab- 
sence of these nightly forays is creating a 
sort of mass hysteria; the English peo- 
ple wondering what Hitler and his mili- 
tarists have in mind. This is peculiarly 
in keeping with that prophecy wherein 
it is said that “MEN’S HEARTS FAIL- 
ING THEM FOR FEAR.” A noted au- 
thority on the English language, a high- 
ly learned professor, slew his wife, say- 
ing he feared he was going to die and 
dreaded leaving her alone. When bomb- 
ers come, they are fearful. When they 
fail to come, they are more fearful. 
What will the end be? 


The past few days have brought com- 
ments from many learned and outstand- 
ing men of affairs apropos of the pres- 
ent so-called “lease-lend” bill now pend- 
ing .in congress. The expressed purpose 
of the bill is to see to it that England 
and .her allies have all practical help 
possible in their determination to prose- 
cute the war to a successful end. No 
one hardly objects to that aim and that 
purpose. However, the question arises 
if it is necessary for America to forego 
democracy and establish a dictatorship 
in order to accomplish the desired aim. 
The spirit of antichrist has so enveloped 
the world that many eminent Ameri- 
cans, sincere and patriotic, are of the 
opinion that dictatorship is the only way 
for America to meet the onslaught of 
Hitlerism. The argument is made that if 
Hitler has concentrated power he is 
thereby enabled to move more speedily 
and more directly than a democratical- 
ly controlled government. If that argu- 
ment holds good in war time, it may 
hold good in time of peace. The question 
is, simply this: CAN AMERICA PLAY 
HER DESIRED ROLE IN THE PRES- 
ENT CONFLICT AND REMAIN A 
DEMOCRACY? MUST SHE _ SUR- 
RENDER HER RIGHT TO _ SELF- 
GOVERNMENT? I say this with no 
thought of partisan politics (for the rec- 
ord’s sake, the writer is a democrat) for

ORTHODOX RELIGIONS. _ ‘Psychi- 
ana’ claims more than 600,000 in six- 
ty-seven countries. The ‘Great I Am’ 
movement claims a million. Father Di- 
vine has anywhere from five thousand 
to five million, depending on his statisti- 
cal mood, Judge Rutherford, the once- 
jailed leader of the much-jailed Jeho- 
vah’s Witnesses, finds his membership in- 
creasing too fast for an estimate; just 
millions, millions, millions. And the end 
is not yet. While priests, parsons and 
rabbis struggle to keep their member- 
ships and balance their earthly budgets, 
these and other cults print their appli- 
cation blanks in ten-thousand lots and 
have money to burn.”

But many try. 

“Who and what is mammon? Well, he 
is the largest slave owner in the world. 
Mammon makes a very good servant but 
an extremely cruel master. “Mammon is 
riches.” —Webster. 

“Put not your trust in money but, put 
your money in trust.”—Holmes. 

Mammon is least (v. 10) but some 
people cannot see heaven because a dol- 
lar is in their eyes. When mammon be- 
comes a god he plagues like the devil. 
Mammon can destroy wonderfully. -See 
Dan. 8:24, 25. 

“Ye (absolutely) cannot serve God 
and mammon” (at the same time). 
“Straddlers don’t please God.” 

Never before has the Church of God 
needed to heed this text as now for “the 
end of all things is at hand.” It is time 
for sobriety and prayer. More work and 
higher wages is very good, yet in that is 
a hidden snare.

they crucify to themselves the Son of 
God afresh and put Him to an open 
shame. Just how far one can go in a 
Christian experience and then backslide 
without so endangering themselves that 
there would be no opportunity to repent, 
is perhaps proclamatical. It is certain that 
here a danger line is drawn showing that 
one is treading on dangerous ground after 
having possessed a high experience with 
the Lord to then return to the beggarly 
elements of the world. He _ should be 
grateful to that which God has done and 
render the rest of his life a service to 
Him. In Heb. 10:26, the real thought is 
more clearly disclosed. Much is said in

The Prince’s Portion 

The section lying between the territory 
of Judah and Benjamin known as the 
prince’s portion is to be 25,000 reeds 
(about fifty miles) wide and in length as 
the other sections. In the midst of this 
section a block of 25,000 reeds square is 
to be known as the holy oblation. Ezek. 
45:1-7. In the very center of this holy 
oblation is to be built the millennial tem- 
ple, according to the specifications given 
in Ezek. 40 and 42; 43:13-17. The holy 
oblation is to be divided into three strips 
running from east to west, two of them 
twenty miles wide and the third, on the 
south, ten miles wide. The northern one 
is for the Levites, the center one for the 
priests, and the southern one for the City 
of Jerusalem. Ezek. 48:8-15. 

The Millennial Jerusalem 

This millennial Jerusalem, probably re- 
built entirely, is to be nine miles square, 
with a suburban strip of one-half mile 
all around. On either side of the city is 
to be fields for the support of the city’s 
population. There are to be twelve gates 
to the city, three on each side. Ezek. 45. 
Much has been prophesied about this mil- 
lennial Jerusalem, her rebuilding is de- 
scribed in Isa. 62:6, 7. Her boundaries are 
mentioned in Jer. 31:38-40; Ezek. 48:16- 
19. Many new names are given her: 
Hephzibah (a delight), Isa. 62:4; a city 


not forsaken, Isa. 62:12; the city of 
righteousness, the faithful cry, Isa. 1:26. 
The Lord is there, Ezek. 48:35. “In that 
day shall there be upon the bells of the 
horses, HOLINESS UNTO THE LORD; 
Yea, every pot in Jerusalem and in Judah 
shall be holiness unto the Lord of host.” 
Zech. 14:20, 21. The span of natural life 
is to be greatly lengthened (Isa. 65:20) as 
in old days.
